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Asilomar Conference 
By the Rev. Oscar Green, Dean of the Conference 


A conference must fulfil at least three requirements: 
it must offer a program that is worth while, it must 
offer it in a manner that those who attend will feel 
that it is worth while and not only that but the pro- 
gram must be of sufficient value to justify what to 
many persons is a rather heavy output of money. The 
conference we had in July, I think, must be considered 
a success from each one of these angles. 

The faculty did its work well. Bishop Parsons was 
most happy in his approach io his topic of the im- 
portance of the Church. He did not deal in usual type 
of apologetic but went to the heart of the matter, 
showing how the Church grows out of the spirit of 
Christ. The spirit is that of love and fellowship and 
service. We need not worry about whether Jesus really 
organized the Church; the Church was inevitable for 
those who felt themselves united in His body. 

The writer did not attend Father Viall’s classes but 
he has heard only the highest commendation of them. 

Mrs. William Palmer Lucas is always a fascinating 
speaker and international problems are among her 


chief interests. No wonder, then, that she gave to many- 


new visions and moved us all to keener devotion to 
world peace and justice. 

Bishop Burleson is a great soul. He represented the 
National Council and restored the faith of all in that 
body. He put the cause of missions in a fresh light. 

The Rev. William J. Shergold, who came to us from 
England, was a preacher of rare ability. He made the 
Bible a living book. He revealed himself a Christian 
of fine spirit. He showed us glimpses of Christ. There 
are those who say they owe Dr. Shergold a lasting debt 
of gratitude. 

This was the major program of the conference. 
There were several minor ones. Deaconess Newell and 
Miss Arnold had classes with the young people. Both 
the leaders and the young people felt they got some- 
where. This unanimity of opinion indicates that they 
must have. Deaconess Hayes took the children and 
made them love religion. The rest of us wish we had 
her secret. The Woman’s Auxiliary had conferences in 
the afternoon. These were preceded on three days by 
meetings of the First Century Christian Fellowship. 

Now what of the feeling of the conference? Some 
of these persons must have had something of value to 
say but did those present realize it? The writer does 
not recall a meeting where the spirit was so fine. It 
sounds hackneyed—the expression is, but not the fact; 
those present felt they constituted a family. There were 
never so many jokes, such kindly exchange of calls, 
such willingness to attend classes. The theory was that 
a man takes three courses; nearly everybody took 
four. As a rule, the first day is the largest day a class 
knows. Some of the classes at Asilomar almost 
doubled. The attendance from the neighboring towns 
also testified to the fact that the program was deeply 
appreciated. 

Was it worth it? Those of us who were there think 
so and we plan to go back next year. The young people 
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already have started to make plans for the coming 
July. The children have not ceased to tell of their ex- 
periences, both in and out of class. There is nothing 
finer than for Christian people to get together and en- 
joy the friendship of one another; to forget their wor- 
ries for a week; to think of the Kingdom of Heaven 
and their part in it; to worship God, Who has made 
them; to learn something more of their religion; to 
cultivate the spirit for a season. We did these things at 
Asilomar and we know that it was worth many times 
the money and the effort we spent to remain there. 
Our only regret is that only a few in the Diocese take 
advantage of so great a religious experience. 


Reception at St. Stephen’s Church, Gilroy 


The reception which the parishioners of St. Ste- 
phen’s Church of Gilroy held for their new rector, the 
Rev. Charles E. Fritz, and his wife was a delightfully 
planned affair at the parish hall in Gilroy on the eve- 
ning of Friday, September 16. Rev. Mr. Fritz is the 
able successor to Rev. Sydney Thomas, who, with his 
family, did excellent work at St. Stephen’s and won the 
esteem of the entire community but found it necessary 
to retire, due to physical disability. 

About eighty guests were present for the reception 
and to enjoy the excellent program which was pre- 
sented. The Cox Orchestra furnished music at the 
opening of the program and later for dancing. Many 
other enjoyable instrumental and vocal selections were 
offered by members of the parish. Mr. Harry Bannister 
was responsible for planning the fine entertainment. 

During the program, which was announced by Mr. 
Robert Britton, who is senior warden of the church. 
Mr. Britton made an address of welcome, extending 
greetings to Rev. and Mrs. Fritz. The Rev. Fritz of- 
fered a response, bringing a message to the parish of 
his ambitions for the church during the coming year. 
He announced that the Rev. Charles P. Deems, D. D., 
who is rector of Trinity Church, San Francisco, will 
be in Gilroy to hold meetings on October2, 3 and 4 
and asked the people to attend.

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Cornerstone Laying Anniversary at Trinity 
Church, San Francisco 


Services and a program of addresses and music 
celebrated the fortieth anniversary of the laying of the 
cornerstone of the present building of Trinity Church 
at the corner of Gough and Bush streets on Sunday 
evening, September 18. 

Not alone was it an observance of the anniversary 
of the church cornerstone but that as well of the tenth 
year’s ending of the rectorship of the Rev. Charles P. 
Deems, D. D. | 

A large congregation which later filled to overflow- 
ing the guild rooms came to rejoice at the double cele- 
bration in this oldest parish of the city, which began 
its work in 1849. Members of the congregation were 
joined by scores of those who had been baptized, con- 
firmed and married in the church, descendants of 
former parishioners and a great number of the clergy 
of other city parishes. 

At the service in the church Dr. Deems preached on 
“The Trinity of Tomorrow,” which, although filled 
with optimism, declared that certain increased efforts 
were necessary to assure the attainment of the objec- 
tives to which he looked forward. To summarize, these 
were, he declared, “An increase in the ratio of inten- 
sity and the development of a more effective Chris- 
tianity.” 

He reminded the congregation that only two men— 
Dr. Beers and Dr. Clampett—had held longer terms of 
office as rector and said: “I would pay tribute to the 
steadfastness and loyalty which characterized that 
small coterie who were here to welcome me when I 
was installed. We faced no easy task. Problems beset 
us on every hand. Side by side we have met them. I 
shall never cease to be grateful for their staunch sup- 
port. Its memory will always be one of the great joys 
of my ministry. At the same time I am thankful for 
the friendship of that splendid group of men and 
women who have enlisted in our enterprise since I 
took the helm.” 

In speaking of the need in future planning of an 
increase in the ratio of intensity, Dr. Deems had to 
say: “It has to do with a change in the proportion of 
our membership which cares with a real degree of in- 
tensity about the Kingdom of God, which, of course, 
includes the Church and our parish as a part of the 
Church.” 

For his second objective, he declared that he had 
set “The development of a greater Christian effec- 
tiveness.” “Mark vou,” he continued, “T have not said 
‘efficiency.’ I am thinking of something vastly differ- 
ent. It concerns the degree to which vou and I, consti- 
tuting what we call a parish in the Church of God, are 
meeting the needs of human souls.” 

When the congregation had adjourned to the guild 
rooms for the second half of the occasion, Dr. Deems 
introduced Mrs. S. L. Abbot, who with her husband, 
now senior warden, has long been identified with the 
parish. Mrs. Abbot, who is remembered by the older 
members of the congregation as Jenine Ogden, gave— 
under the title of “Memories of Our Building Days”— 


a delightful reminiscence of the earlier times, recalling 
the reasons for removal to the present site from that 
of the former church at Post and Powell streets and 
the circumstances surrounding that removal. 


The present site and plans for the building were the 
work of a building committee consisting of Major W. 
B. Hooper, senior warden; Captain W. H. Taylor and 
Mr. William B. Bourn. 

The cornerstone was laid at 3:00 o’clock in the after- 
noon of September 18, 1892, and the service—at which 
Mrs. Abbot was present—was conducted by Bishop 
Nichols, assisted by Bishop Wingfield of the Diocese 
of Northern California, which is now called Sacra- 
mento, as well as a large number of the clergy of the 
city and adjacent parishes. When they had taken their 
places, together with the wardens and vestry, at the 
northeast corner of the building, the Bishop repeated 
the Lord’s Prayer and the Creed, followed by prayers 
—-after which Major Hooper presented a beautifully- 
engraved trowel to the Bishop, who struck the stone 
three times with it, saying: “In the name of the Father, 
the Son and the Holy Ghost, I lay the cornerstone.” 


Mrs. Abbot spoke lovingly of the choir of Trinity, in 
which she sang for many years, and paid high tribute 
to the present organist and choir master, Mr. Benjamin 
Moore, for his ability and devotion. 

Following Mrs. Abbot’s address, Mr. Austin Sperry, 
a member of the vestry, sang several solos, as did also 
later Mr. Harrison Coles, a member of the choir, both 
having Mr. Moore as accompanist. 

Miss Mary Ashe Miller then told of the principal 
events of the life of the parish in its present church, 
which included the consecration which took place dur- 
ing Easter Week, March 26, 1894, Bishop Nichols, as- 
sisted by Bishop Wingfield again officiating. 

Following this, in 1901, the General Convention of 
the Church was held in Trinity and for the first time 
on the Pacific Coast. The invitation was given in Wash- 
ington, D. C., at the Convention of 1898 and although 
accepted immediately was subsequently the subject of 
considerable controversy. It was declared “too daring” 
to think of crossing the entire continent and it was pre- 
dicted that the older bishops and laity would be pre- 
vented from attending because of the arduous and un- 
wonted journey. This proved a fallacious. argument 
and the attendance was the largest ever known. At this 
Convention, history was made in the founding of the 
misisonary districts of Hawaii, the Philippines, Han- 
kow, China; Puerto Rico, Cuba and Salina, Kansas. 


As the final speaker of the evening Judge William 
H. Hunt, representing the vestry, made public the es- 
tablishment of an endowment trust fund for the parish 
and outlined the plans for its growth and administra- 
tion. | 

The Rt. Rev. E. L. Parsons, Bishop of the Diocese, 
paid tribute to the value of Trinity to the Church in 
California and closed the program with his benedic- 
tion. 

Supper was then served to those present by an effi- 
cient committee under the leadership of Mrs. DuVal 
Moore. 
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The Bishop’s Page 


The crowded columns of the paper 
this month give me space for only 
three paragraphs. The first is used 
for a reminder that our faith as Christians ought to 
guide us in our votes on election day.

Next comes a reminder of the need of the utmost 
self-sacrifice and devotion in our parishes this fall, 
that we may each do our part in keeping the work of 
the Church at the highest level. Pray, work and give, 
that our churches in these hard times may be centers 
of light, of cheer, of courage and of love. 


And, last, comes one word in application of what 
has just been said. Wherever the Community Chest 
campaigns are held this autumn, let us all remember 
the needs of others, the terrible suffering about us, and 
link together as the outpouring of love our service to 
parish and community. 


Three Reminders 


In Memoriam—Alexander Allen 
By Rt. Rev. E. L. Parsons, Bishop of California 


When the Rev. Alexander Allen came to the Diocese 
in 1906 few of us who welcomed him to our clerical 
circle knew much of him or his earlier pastorates and 
perhaps few of us, when we first met him, forecast the 
notable career which lay before him. Indeed, few of 
his new parishioners had more than hearsay knowl- 
edge of him. But he won his way quickly in both cir- 
cles. He was friendly and genial. No one could meet 
him without feeling the charm of his personality. The 
tradition of carefulness, of precision and of caution 
which he brought with him from his Canadian up- 
bringing gave, it is true, a tone .and attitude which 


seemed to differ a good deal from that which is more 
native Californian. There was still a flavor of the Old 
World about him. And although he soon, with marvel- 
ous success, adjusted himself and entered into our 
California life, that flavor always, it seemed, lingered 
about him—enriching his own life and that of all who 
came in touch with him. I have called it precision and 
caution and carefulness. Those, however, were only ex- 
pressions of the vastly more important inheritance 
which was his of the dignity of the ministry and the 
scholarship and devoutness which should characterize 
it. One might differ with him; one might joke with 
him or joke at him; but one would instinctively never 
trifle with him, nor in any way trifle with the dignity 
of his sacred office. He came to his work equipped with 
physical health and strength, with a wealth of learning, 
with a devout and earnest spirit and a prodigious capa- 
city for sustained effort. We who were his seniors in 
service in the Diocese may not have forecast the 
notable work he was to do but we soon discovered 
that he was doing it. 

St. Paul’s was worshipping in the old building which 
had been moved from the original Alice street site, 
ten blocks farther to the north. The old building had 
been renovated but it was in no sense adequate to the 
work and worship of a parish keenly alive to its re- 
sponsibilities among its own people and in the com- 
munity. Six years after he came, this present beautiful 
and permanent building was opened. Then the rectory 
adjoining it was built and before the Diocese had 
grown used to the new life of St. Paul’s word went 
about that there was to be a parish house adequate for 
the fine work of religious education which had been 
steadily growing under the rector’s leadership. 

Where the rector led, the people would go. The 
parish house was erected, wisely planned, splendidly 
equipped, the first in the Diocese to be built with the 
intention of making real educational work the primary 
consideration. There it stood. The Diocese looked at it 
and said here indeed is a vital leadership, a leadership 
which sees the needs of the parish in right proportion, 
a leadership so modest that it is hardly noticed yet so 
effective that things just happen and keep happening. 
He seemed to know instinctively what was needed and 
how to get it. The laity responded magnificently and 
steadily the parish moved on to ever-increasing use- 
fulness. 

In the quarter century of his rectorship the com- 
municants grew 50 per cent; the Church School 
doubled. The ordinary income doubled and the prop- 
ertv went from $40,000 to $200,000 in value. The most 
striking change, however, came in the matter of giving 
for the work of the Church outside the parish. I do not 
know just when it all began but everyone whose mem- 
ory reaches back thirteen years knows what happened 
when the great Nation Wide Campaign of 1919 was 
inaugurated. Dr. Allen came back from Detroit full of 
zeal and keen to bring St. Paul’s into line with the 
new movement. He studied the methods and plans sug- 
gested. He gathered his laymen together. He explained 
the organization proposed. With his fine judgment of 
men he chose his campaign chairman and committec 
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and the new work began. St. Paul’s went right to the 
front in missionary giving and has stayed there ever 
since. It has met its quota. It has over-paid it now and 
then. It became one of the outstanding missionary 
parishes of the Coast. There was no questioning of 
quotas in that parish; no excuses for failure; just the 
acceptance of its share in the work as a privilege and 
the meeting of it year after year. I note that in the 
first year of his rectorship the parish gave $400 to 
missions. In the last year it gave $5000—a noble 
record. He never claimed any credit for this. It was 
always, so he said, the work of his splendid lay leaders; 
but we who know Church work know that without the 
inspiration and determination of the rector it could not 
have been done. All honor to those splendid lay lead- 
ers, as he called them; but they are the first to give 
honor to the rector. 

I need do no more than remind you of the finely- 
worked-out organization of the parish; of the societies 
and clubs; the young people and the great Church 
School. To us who looked on, the whole seemed to 
work with the precision of a great machine. No doubt 
there were countless difficulties, countless personal 
problems to be met, countless moments when the fath- 
erly hand of the rector was needed—but we knew 
nothing of that. In splendid unity of purpose the whole 
parish moved forward. 

But the parish was far from being a machine and 
the rector was far from being a mere organizer and 
administrator. The secret of his success did not lie in 
such gifts; nor did it lie in his straightforward and 
pastoral. He loved his people. He knew them in their 
use an old and much-disused phrase. His great gift was 
pastoral. Hel oved his people. He knew them in their 
homes. He shared their troubles and their successes. 
One of your number, speaking of that source of his 
strength not long ago told me that when the almost 
impossible task of raising the money for the new 
parish house was undertaken the rector’s knowledge 
of the families of the parish seemed almost uncanny. 
In these days such an example is sorely needed, for 
with the great increase in organized work and adminis- 
trative cares it is a constant temptation to the clergy 
to forget the meaning of the pastoral relation. Dr. 
Allen never did forget it. He lived with his people and, 
like the good shepherd, he knew his flock by name. 

He loved in a very practical way. He was essentially 
what we may call a realist in his preaching and his 
work. He was tremendously devoted to the deep ideals 
of the Christian life but he was not much concerned 
with dreams and visions of the distant future. His 
business was with the present needs and into those he 
threw himself with utter devotion. He was always on 
his job. When the war came, his inheritance, his 
whole habit of mind and soul, led him to enthusiastic 
acceptance of the task of the moment. And St. Paul’s 
has preserved to this day the tradition of a fine Chris- 
tian patriotism, symbolized in flag and national an- 
them. No one could belong to St. Paul’s and not know 
that his religion must flower in a vital patriotism. 

It was inevitable with such a record in his parish 
that the Diocese should soon come to see his worth and 


honor. He never sought diocesan office. His first duty 
was to his parish and I suspect that he hesitated often 
when any outside duties were laid upon him. But he 
could not refuse where he was needed. He became a 
member of the Standing Committee and those who 
met him there knew the soundness of his judgment 
and the frankness of his speech. He was never belli- 
gerent but he was always frank and courageous in his 
expression of opinion. vij 

For years he was chairman of the important Com- 
mittee on Canons of the Diocesan Convention. He steer- 
ed the work of the committee with careful and con- 
servative leadership. He was sent to represent the Dio- 
cese in five General Conventions and although he was 
no ready debater and rarely spoke, his sound common- 
sense brought him gradually to a poitison of influence 
in that body. The Diocese was proud of him. 

This sound common-sense of his and his love of hu- 
man souls saved him from any partisanship. He was, I 
suppose, what in the language of churchmanship we 
would call a conservative “high churchman;” but no 
one ever thought much about his type of churchman- 
ship because he was so obviously first and foremost a 
devoted Christian minister. He was not concerned with 
making people into a particular type of churchmen. 
He accepted the Prayer Book as his guide and strove 
to make it theirs, as it illustrated and applied the great 
message of the Gospel. 

His early achievements in scholarship gave a depth 
and richness to his life and work and when ten years 
ago the Divinity School conferred upon him the degree 
of doctor of divinity, all who knew him felt that the 
honor done him was worthily won and that in honor- 
ing him the school has been honored. 

The community and city of Oakland felt the impress 
of his personality and as the years went on and he be- 
came senior among the ministers about him, he stood 
out as an example of what a Christian minister should 
be—wise and tolerant, full of good works, utterly de- 
pendable, a man who knew God and whose life was 
given to reveal to men the meaning of the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ. 

And that brings me to the thought of the source and 
spring of his life. His religion was very real. We can 
not unveil the secrets of his soul but we who knew him 
knew that he lived with God. His work showed it, his 
character revealed it. When great sorrow came to him 
he met it with courage and faith through the strength 
which Christ gave him. In his home there was that 
atmosphere which the new Prayer Book describes as 
making the home a haven of rest and peace. And here 
among his friends our thoughts may turn to that home, 
to the inspiration and joy of the home life, to the pow- 
er which came to him from the love which bound his 
family together and to the constant help, the wisdom 
and tact of his dear wife. In sorrow and in joy his 
home was his refuge. No minister’s home ever showed 
more to a parish and community what a true Chris- 
tian home can be, nor the value of such in the life of 
the Church. 

I have tried most inadequately to put before you 
something of a picture of this man of God whom we 
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commemorate today. I have especially emphasized his 
devoted pastoral work. He was a priest in the truest 
way—not only officially as he ministered the sacra- 
ments but in life and service bringing God to men and 
men to God. His strong athletic frame, his genial smile, 
his joy in the everyday things of life all expressed a na- 
ture well balanced and devout. His going leaves a great 
void in the life of Diocese and parish but our hearts 
are full of thankfulness to God for giving him to us. 
For twenty-five years we have had him among us, a 
workman who needed not to be ashamed, approved of 
God, who coming himself through sorrow and trouble 
and the hard tasks of life to inner joy and peace taught 
us all what it means to be a true servant of God and a 
true priest of God’s Church. 

It is well that no note of sorrow has entered into our 
gathering today. It is a life of triumph we commemo- 
rate, a victory and a moment of rejoicing. 


In Memoriam— Alexander Allen 
A Vestryman’s Tribute by T. F. D. 


“There is a prince and a great man fallen this day 
in Israel.” When Alexander Allen passed from this life 
in the full flower of his age, both spiritual and physical, 
his friends and associates through many years realized 
that in our world a light had gone out and that here- 
after we shall often “long for the touch of a vanished 
hand and the sound of a voice that is still.” But, re- 
membering how “our hearts burned within us as he 
talked with us by the way,” we knew also that for 
him the well-earned promotion had come and proudly 
bore his mortal remains to their resting place in the 
glorious sunlight. 

True priest of God, a Christian gentleman, a scholar 
of profound wisdom and a man of intense human sym- 
pathy and understanding—truly, it may be said, “His 
life was gentle and the elements so mixed in him that 
nature might stand up and say to all the world, ‘This 
was a man!” 

Born to the tradition of the Church, with a splen- 
did inheritance of courage and high principle, the 
story of his life is an inspiration to all who know it 
and his good example will be followed by all who 
aspire to growth in love and service, “in wisdom and 
stature and in favor with God and man.” 


Of his work within the parish of St. Paul’s for up- 
ward of twenty-six years it is difficult to speak in de- 
tail, just as one can not explain definitely the acts and 
influence of parents in a family but in retrospect one 
realized a gradual and increasing strengthening of the 
bonds of fellowship and of mutual interest which 
eventually develop an institution which stands four- 
square against all the winds that blow and becomes an 
instrument meet for the Master’s use. . 


In the words of the memorial to Christopher Wren, 
the architect of St. Paul’s Cathedral, we may well say 
as we look upon the buildings of our church and parish 
house, “If you seek his monument, look about you.” 
For without the vision, leadership and encouragement 
of Alexander Allen, these structures would not now 
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stand as material evidence of our faith and outstanding 
ornaments of our city. 

The Diocese of California and, in fact, the Church 
as a whole, will deeply feel his loss, for his counsel 
was at all times valued by reason of his thorough 
learning and broad understanding of the purposes and 
needs of the Church, his all-pervading missionary spirit 
and his unflagging zeal. 

His coming to St. Paul’s coincided almost with the 
calamity of earthquake and fire which fell upon San 
Francisco and threw upon the East Bay communities 
the responsibility for the care of thousands of home- 
less and penniless persons. But, though a comparative 
stranger, Alexander Allen took a leading place, as of 
natural right and duty, in the organization and direc- 
tion of relief. Since that time he has always been 
among the foremost in community service, without re- 
gard to creed or condition, and has given of his time 
and interest unstintingly to all worthy and charitable 
causes. 

Dr. Allen was held in high esteem by the clergy and 
leaders of other branches of the Christian Church, as 
well as those of other faiths, with whom he gladly co- 
operated in any movement tending to advance the 
cause of religion in the community—notably in Good 
Friday and Thanksgiving observances. He, however, 
was steadfastly opposed to the perversion of the pul- 
pit to political and partisan uses, while at all times 
emphasizing the individual’s responsibility for the con- 
scientious discharge of the duties of citizenship and 
for the strengthening of personal character by true 
temperance and self-control in all things. 


In his boyhood, early manhood and on through the 
vears to middle age, Alexander Allen was, as well as a 
highly-placed scholar, a keen sportsman, thoroughly 
versed in all the pursuits of field and stream, and re- 
garded as a good companion by all those like-minded 
who were privileged to associate with him—and even 
in the later years proved himself an adept in the less 
strenuous sport of “bowling on the green,” where he 
was held in high regard and affection by all with 
whom he came in contact. 

“He was a man; take him for all in all, we shall not 
look upon his like again.” May God give us grace to 
follow his good example.

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Commemoration Service for the Rev. Alexander 
Allen, D. D., at St. Paul’s Church, Oakland 


The Abbe Dimnet recently has written that he once 
heard the saintly Bishop Martin de Gibergues say: 
“One can be baptized without water, purified for one’s 
sins without a priest and receive communion without 
a host.” On the last Sunday of September such was 
the benefaction to those who came in the quiet 
autumn afternoon to attend the commemoration ser- 
vice for Dr. Allen. For in that simple service without 
sacrament all sacraments seemed to be offered and 
when the final words of blessing were spoken, a bene- 
diction already had fallen on our hearts. 

All of the imposing fabric about us was the crea- 
tion of his leadership. Younger members of the con- 
gregation he had baptized. Those of riper years he 
had brought to confirmation. Excepting only his ven- 
erable senior warden all of those who were old when 
he first came to us he had long since commended to 
their God. The living filled his church but there was 
also to be reckoned a great invisible company of 
those whom he had shepherded. 

And so, through that assemblage of friends, singing 
a hymn to his blessed Saviour, came the vested choir 
he had so often followed—the young, white-robed 
crucifers and acolytes, the clergy with their academic 
hoods and white stoles symbolizing immortality and 
joy. 

His chosen helper, the Rev. A. Ronald Merrix, read 
the opening sentences and prayers. The Rev. Dr. 
Hodgkin led the responsive reading of the 103rd 
Psalm. The lesson was taken by Father Gee, from the 
seventh chapter of Revelations. 

Then Dean Powell took us down the years in a 
brief review of Dr. Allen’s life; how seventy-four 
vears ago he had been born in Millbrook, Ontario, on 
January 14, 1858; how his father, the Rev. Thomas 
William Allen, together with another son as his suc- 
cessor, served the same parish as rectors for a period 
of almost or more than a century—doubtless a record 
in this western world; how Alexander Allen was edu- 
cated at Trinity College School, Port Hope, Ontario, 
and then at Toronto’s Trinity College, whose alumni 
have been an indispensable strength among the clergy 
of the United States; how there he was a Prince of 
Wales prizeman in 1879 and both Wellington and Ju- 
bilee scholar in 1881, receiving first class honors in 
the classics and his bachelor’s and master’s degrees. 
Dr. Powell then told of his calls to ever larger re- 
sponsibilities, beginning at Victoria, then Nebraska, 
Colorado, New Jersey, Missouri (he was rector there 
at the age of twenty-five), Illinois (where he was 
rector of Christ Church, Springfield, from 1895 to 
1906). He told how there the laymen of that diocese, 
having, he thought, a better insight than the clergy 
into the quality of this young man, voted, though un- 
successfully, to make him their bishop. After this 
Dr. Powell recounted his more familiar history in 
California as rector of St. Paul’s; of the many times 
he was delegate to the General Convention; of his 
chairmanship of the Committee on Missions; of how 


he cherished the citation spoken by Bishop Nichols 
when, by authority of the Church Divinity School of 
the Pacific, the aged Bishop conferred upon him the 
degree of doctor of divinity. Such was the substance 
of Dr. Powell’s narrative but illuminated by him with 
pleasant reminiscence and warm with the tribute of 
an old, congenial friend. 

The next address was by the Rev. S. A. Hunter, 
pastor of St. John’s Presbyterian Church, Berkeley, 
who spoke on behalf of the ministers of the East Bay 
churches. He said his father and Dr. Allen had known 
each other in school days; that he recently had visited 
the old village of Millbrook and that he believed its 
fair countryside had helped to shape Dr. Allen’s strong 
and kindly character. He cited the twelfth chapter of 
Romans as being like him and spoke of his sim- 
plicity, his cheer, his dignity and his radiant Christian 
life. 

A letter from Rabbi Coffee, too ill to be present, 
was read. These were among its sentences: “If, any- 
thing, he loved his neighborhood even more than 
himself. He was tremendously tolerant and 
gloriously respected those who traveled along differ- 
ent ways in their religious beliefs. To him 
the word ‘neighbor’ meant every son and daughter 
of the living God.” 

Last of all, Bishop Parsons, in fine, true words 
appearing elsewhere in this issue, completed the testi- 
mony of loving kindness with which Church and 
community had sought to honor the life and work of 
this good man. And so, with benediction and a hymn, 
ended a Sabbath afternoon of glorious memories. 


Memorial Eucharist for Late David John Evans 


A memorial Eucharist for the late rector emeritus 
of All Saints Church, Palo Alto—the Rev. David John 
Evans, M. A., honorary canon of Grace Cathedral— 
was held at the Cathedral, in San Francisco, Wednes- 
day morning, September 21. An unusually large con- 
gregation of his old parishioners and both old and 
new friends gathered for the service. Dean Gresham 
was the celebrant and gave an appreciative address, 
with a brief sketch of his life. 

Born in Aberavon, South Wales, September 16, 
1868, graduated from Jesus College, Oxford, in 1881, 
he came to the United States as curate in 1887 and 
was ordained priest by Bishop Potter of New York 
in 1890. He was rector of Grace Church, Middletown, 
New York, when he came to San Francisco as rector 
of old Grace Church in 1904. He very soon started the 
midweek service of holy communion, which service 
has continued uninterrupted to the present time. 

In 1910 he accepted a call as rector of All Saints 
Church, Palo Alto. He retired from active ministry in 
1926, to be made rector emeritus, which position he 
held until his death on September 11. In 1930 the 
Cathedral Chapter conferred the title of honorary 
canon of Grace Cathedral on him. 

Funeral services were held from All Saints Church, 
Palo Alto, on Wednesday, September 14, with inter- 
ment in Mountain View Cemetery, Oakland.

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FIELD DEPARTMENT 


SUGGESTIONS FOR EVERY MEMBER CANVASS 


The Field Department feels this year we need more 
than ever to make a thorough canvass. We must tackle 
the task with courage and with faith. The Field De- 
partment makes the following suggestions and respect- 
fully urges that the schedule be followed, although 
the method can be modified to meet local conditions: 


October 


(a) Arrange for group meetings for instruction and 
discussion. These meetings should be educational and 
inspirational, in addition to affording members an op- 
portunity of becoming better acquainted. 


(b) Distribute the literature. In addition to the leaf- 
lets—“Ye Shall Receive Power” and “Earmarked’”— 
issued for general distribution by the National Coun- 
cil, we recommend for leaders “The Churchman Goes 
Canvassing.” 

(c) Get your vestryman to attend the nearest re- 
gional vestry conference being planned by the Field 
Department or arrange for a member of the Field De- 
partment to come over for conference. Also have rep- 
resentatives present at fall meeting of Convocation. 

(d) Plan a series of special sermons leading up to 
the canvass. Copies of suitable sermon outlines can be 
obtained if desired from the office of the Archdeacon. 

(c) Tell the people of the work of our own diocesan 
missionaries in the foreign field. 

(f) Use special prayer at all services. 

(g) In ordering duplex offering envelopes for 1933 
the Diocesan Field Department recommends those of 
the Church Envelope Company of Richmond, Vir- 
ginia. On the back of each envelope is a little message 
dealing with some phase of the work of the Church. 
These tend to increase the subscriber’s interest in his 
own parish and to enhance his respect for the Church 
at large. 


November 


(a) Arrange meetings of canvassers for instruction. 
Give each a copy of “The Churchman Goes Can- 
vassing.”’ 

(b) Consider advisability of having a parish dinner, 
at cost, at which time present the parish budget and 
endeavor to inspire the people to do better. 

(c) On the day of the canvass, at morning service, 
remember especially the cause. Have simple luncheon 
arranged for canvassers and give them final instruc- 
tions. Send them forth two by two in a spirit of cheer- 
fulness that they are King’s messengers on the King’s 
business. Don’t think of finishing canvass in one day 
or you are apt to fatigue the canvassers. 


December 


Follow up until every member has been visited. 
Promptly send in your Church’s Program pledge to the 
diocesan treasurer. The canons require that this be at- 
tended to before January 10. 
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January-February 


(a) Early in 1933 consider the advisability of a 
preaching mission. This might well be held in Lent. 
There are a number of men in the Diocese who have 
had experience in this regard and they stand ready to 
serve. 


(b) During Lent emphasize children’s offering as an 
addition to the parish pledge to the Chuch’s Program. 


Suggested Prayer 


O Lord Jesus Christ, Who hast promised Thy pres- 
ence and power to all who obey Thy command to tell 
the nations of Thy love, bless, we pray Thee, our effort 
to strengthen and extend the work of our parish. To 
all who shall take any part in our plans give wisdom 
and zeal. Bind our people in a closer fellowship. If any 
have grown careless, help us to lead them back to 
Thy house, that their love for Thee maybe renewed. 
Teach us to pray, labor and give more faithfully for 
the extension of Thy kingdom among men. Of Thy 
mercy we ask this, O blessed Saviour of the world, 
Who livest and reignest with the Father and the Holy 
Ghost, even, one God, world without end. Amen.

The annual fall United Thank Offering service was 
conducted by Rev. Dr. Reginald Hodgkin on Septem- 
ber 14 at St. Mark’s, Berkeley, with 136 representatives 
from the parishes present and 102 going to the altar 
rail for holy communion. 

After a Camelot luncheon in the parish house, during 
which vestments and articles made by Chinese United 
Thank Offering workers were displayed by the Sisters 
of St. Saviour, the United Thank Offering meeting was 
called to order by Mrs. Sherman. Mrs. Craig of St. 
Mark’s sang several hymns as an introduction to the 
business of the day. Mrs. Allen, United Thank Offering 
treasurer, reported that $1285 was realized from the 
morning offering. She stressed the need of interesting 
more women in this joyful type of giving. At the con- 
clusion of the report, the Doxology was sung, on the 
motion of the past United Thank Offering treasurer, 
Mrs. D. O. Kelly. 

Reference was made by Mrs. Sherman to the United 
Thank Offering workers in the Orient and a list of their 
stations was read. Mrs. William Palmer Lucas was 
then introduced and gave a brilliant address on the 
political and economic situation in China and Japan, 
and its direct bearing on missionary work. She pointed 
out that Japan has but followed a Western lead in her 
imperialism and her huge population is ever a problem 
in such a small dominion. She stressed the need of a 
broad, sympathetic understanding, free from _prej- 
udice, to ease this period of international stress and 
could not praise highly enough the work of our public 


schools in promoting international good will through 
education. The same end is attained by religion, as evi- 
denced by the fact that Chinese and Japanese Chris- 
tians are at present praying for each other and ex- 
changing gifts of money. 

At the close of the meeting Mrs. Holmes extended 
thanks for the response to the bags sent out by the 
Chinese vicarage, by means of which $300 was paid off 
on the mortgage. 

There were 139 at the afternoon meeting. St. Mark’s, 
Berkeley, with 32, had the largest representation and 
St. Stephen’s of Gilroy, represented by Mrs. Charles 
Fritz, wife of the new rector, was the most remote par- 
ish in attendance. 

The fall meeting of the Convocation of Oakland will 
be held at St. John’s, on October 28, at 2:00 p. m. and 
will be in the nature of a social service conference. 
Parishes are to report on co-operative relief and parish 
welfare. 

In November two unusually distinguished persons 
will visit us—Deaconess Julia Clark of St. Hilda’s 
School, Woochang, China, who will be here for the 
first two weeks of the month; and Miss Olive Mea- 
cham, who will be here for the whole month. Miss 
Meacham is a graduate of St. Margaret’s House and 
was temporary superintendent before she left for Li- 
beria, from which she recently returned. She will ad- 
dress the Woman’s Auxiliary meeting on November 9 
in the Cathedral crypt. Speaking dates are being ar- 
ranged throughout the Diocese for these two visitors. 

It is requested that all parishes send in the names of 
their new officers immediately, in order that their 
names may appear in the “Journal.” The lack of uni- 
form election dates causes much inconvenience and 
confusion and henceforth all parishes are requested to 
elect officers at the annual parish meeting in January. 

All regular diocesan meetings will henceforth be 
held on the first Wednesday of the month. Meetings 
this year will be held in November, January and Feb- 
ruary, when the annual meeting will be held. There 
will be a final meeting in March or April. 

Announcement is made that Mrs. David Gray will 
fill the place formerly held by Deaconess Drake as a 
city mission worker.
